Degrees of risk vary to such an extent that, other things being equal, the preminn 
payable on the highest degrees is 10 or !2 times that payable on the lowest degrees. ‘k 
therefore, the stamp duty were made proportionate to the premium, it would fluctuate ‘in the 
same inanner, and would press with greater severity on the highly rated risks, which already * 
pay heavier premia and are least able to bear it. No uniform percentage conld fail, in the 
Lientenant-Governor’s opinion, to be either too high for high risks, or too low for low risks,

8. In lieu of it the Board have made the following recommendations, viz., (1) that the 
duty should be fixed aceording to a graduated scale dependent on the amount of the poliey ; 
(2) that the duty on insurances running for periods of less than ong year should be reduced in 
certain specified proportions corresponding to the custom of the insnrance “business in respect = 
of premia; and (3) that duty on a reduced scale should be charged on all renewals. Now, if * 
is evident that the object desired by the memorialists would be attained by the adoption of the” 
second of these suggestions. If it be assumed that the stamp duties prescribed by the Act 
are intended to be leviable on policies which run for one year, the Board recommend that 
the duty on a policy for one month should be one-fourth of this rate, the duty on a policy for — 
three months should be half, and that on a policy for six months three-fourths of the full rate, 
These proportions correspond, with the omission of some intermediate rates, with the propore "~
